A RESOLUTION to confirm the appointment of Jason Vance of
Loudon County to the State Textbook and
Instructional Materials Quality Commission.

WHEREAS, Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-6-2201, provides for the creation of

WHEREAS, a 1998 graduate of Tusculum College with a Bachelor of Arts degree in
Special Education Modified/Comprehensive (K-12), Mr. Vance received his Master of Education
in Instructional Leadership and his Education Specialist in Instructional Leadership certification
